The agitation over the wire-tapping procedure 
of Mayor Mitchel in New York still continues.

The Abbess sang the Office from her throne in 
Choir with her assistant Nuns grouped about her 
During the Magnificat she stood holding her 
Crozier. After Vespers came Benediction whien 
special prayers were said for the wounded and 
departed soldiers and for the conversion of 
Wales. 

At the conclusion of this service a beautiful 
hymn, composed and set to music by a member 
of the Community, was sung. That is an indi 
cation of how any special talent is given scope and 
the Nuns encouraged to use their gifts to th 
greater glory of God. Indeed the Community 
is fortunate in possessing Nuns with artistic and 
literary power, as an enumeration of some of the 
works carried on at St. Bride’s will show.

\n APPRECIATION BY E. H. 


THEN the great guns were beginning to 
W deafen Europe and the world was reeling 
under the shock of an almost universal war, a 
priest of God passed away with tragic sudden 
ness. It was difficult to believe that Hugh Ben 
son was dead. Two years have passed since then 
and we are now beginning to estimate his loss. 
he truest test of a man’s greatnes, is the gap that 
he leaves unfilled. How large that is, has been 
clearly demonstrated by his biographer Father 
Martindale, who has earned the deepest gratitude 
of all those who looked to Monsignor Benson fot 
inspiration and help. The two bulky volumes just 
published should be in every public library, as 
they will be if Catholics insist upon having them 
there. Such a work was a hard one to fulfill. 
We are particularly grateful to Father Martin 


le for giving us the facts and phases of Benson’s 





life rather than a character study, for it is almost 
amusing to read how opposite were the estimates 
of him made by his most intimate friends, if in 
deed he really had intimate friends. Some thought 
him above all things humble, others that he was 
thoroughly self-willed. Some regarded him as a 
dreamer, others as a hard logician. Some said 
he was fond of dressing up, others that he was 
beyond all else sincere. He was now considered 
gentle, and again rough and hard. And so on. 
3ut all agreed that he was a man of God and 
an ideal priest. One criticism of him especially 
attracted our attention. 

“Hugh Benson could not be a saint because he 
got too much fun out of life, but he was the next 
best thing, a child.” 

There is something about the form of this sen- 
tence that we do not like—but it is suggestive. 
We would almost wish to say that Hugh Benson

the childlike state is the threshold of saintship. 
“Unless you become as little children, you shall 
not enter into the Kingdom of Heaven.” This 
thought of Benson as a child seems to come very 
close to a true estimate of him if the word is 
used in the sense that Our Lord gives it. Look- 


ing at the matter in this light we may go still fur- 
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ther and say that he was a saint just because he 
did get fun out of life. The difficulty lies with 


the word “saint.” Who shall say just what a

They laugh because they need a change. They 
toy with things that they know are toys. They 
throw their toys away because they tire of them. 
But a child’s play is real. The discarded toy is 
only passed by because something has been found 
still more serious in another toy. To accuse Ben- 
son of playing with life would be ludicrous. To 
suppose that the fun that he got out of it, was 
for the mere sake of fun, would be stupid. He 
enjoyed life because he was keenly alive. Be- 
cause he was fully aware of its awful reality. 
To him the whole creation was the playground of 
God and his saints, and therefore every moment 
of existence was fraught with tremendous pur- 
pose.

And 
in this struggle which centred chiefly in State sover 
eignty and the fate of slavery, Taney was as active and 
influential for over half a century as any living Amer- 
ican.

Judge Gibbs more 
over declared that among the inalienable rights 
as proclaimed in the Declaration of Independence, 
is the right of men to pursue any lawful business 
or vocation in any manner not inconsistent with 
the equal rights of others, which may increase 
their property or develop their faculties so as to 
give them the highest enjoyment. “Teaching,” 
says Judge Gibbs, “is certainly a lawful business 
and an honorable calling,” and he continues: 
“The capacity to impart instruction to others is 
given by the Almighty for beneficent purposes, 
and its use may not be forbidden or interfered 
with by the government, certainly not unless such 
instruction is in its nature harmful to public 
morals or imperils the public safety.” The judge 
declares that for thirty years the Sisters of St. 
Joseph had conducted this school unmolested and 
their work had been beneficent. 

He then administers this scathing rebuke to 
the bigots: 

“The negro, belonging as he does to an inferior 
race, is not among us of his own will, but because 
he was brought here by the white and superior 
race. By nature childlike, but a few years from 
slavery and dependence upon his master, with 
but a few of his own race in any way qualified 
to impart to him the knowledge which is his right, 
it is unreasonable to say that the Legislature of 
any enlightened State intended to prevent one of 
the superior race from imparting to him that in- 
struction which would make of him a decent,
